Journeys with Jennu 

A few weeks ago I attended a 45 hour training, in Denver, 
Colorado, called the Catechesis of the Good Shepherd for 3-6 year old 
children. Before I even began, I anticipated the end, but at the end, I 
anticipated the future. I struggled with even attending, because the 
timing seemed off, according to “Jenny”, but I do believe this was God’s 
plan and I had the fortunate opportunity to attend because of His good 
graces. I can honestly say going into this training, I knew little of what 
Catechesis of the Good Shepherd was actually about. It was like a 
foreign language, and I wasn’t sure I wanted to participate in the 
conversation. However; after much resistance, I opened my heart and 
became present in the training. The material presented was 
captivating, even for an adult. I sat there in awe and wonder and 
imagined the excitement of young children, and how their relationship 
would grow with Jesus. 

“Help me come to God by myself.” Now, think about that 
statement...I did. As a mother of a 3 year old daughter this statement 
resonated powerfully within me. I often hear similar statements of her 
desire to be able to complete a task on her own, but also needing 
guidance. I had never thought of her yearning for independence in her 
relationship with Jesus and our faith. Catechesis of the Good 
Shepherd provides these unique hands on opportunity for the children, 
allowing for independence, but at the same time providing guidance. 
The children are presented with scripture and moments in liturgy that 
can aide in their personal discovery of their relationship with Jesus. 
Ultimately, the children will have the opportunity to fall in love with 
Jesus. 

Catechesis of the Good Shepherd began in Rome in the 1950’s, by 
the collaboration of two women; Sofia Cavalletti and Gianna Gobbi. 
The name derived from the parable of the Good Shepherd which is a 
central theme presented to the children. The curriculum is based both 
on the bible and liturgy. After many years of observing children’s 
reactions and their experiences to the material, a curriculum was 
assembled. Today, Catechesis of the Good Shepherd is available in 
three levels; level 1 age 3-6, level 2 ages 6-9 and level 3 ages 9-12.

A special room called an “atrium” is the gathering place for 
Catechesis of the Good Shepherd. The term atrium dates back to the 
early church, defined as a room set for catechumens to prepare 
themselves to participate more fully in the liturgy. This is not the 
typical classroom setting; it is designed with the child in mind, 
centered on simplicity, order, prayer, work and community. It is in this 
room where two mysteries are matched; the mystery of God and the 
mystery of the child. 

I am excited that we get to bring Catechesis of the Good Shepherd 
to our church for 3-6 year old children this fall. In the coming week I 
will address what this will look like in our parish. I ask for your 
prayers as we begin a new journey with our children.
